The Development Bureau hus car- 
ried on for years an advertising cam- 
paign for the 17 counties which help 
support it, which is having a cumu- 
lative effect that grows greater every 
year, and results of advertising done 
in the very earliest years of “the de- 
velopment bureau’s existence are still 
bringing land buyers to the district. 
And the greater portion of this sum 
comes from the counties of Bay' and 
Saginaw, the former contributing 
$2,000 each year and the latter $1,000 
while a majority of the individual 
memberships also comes from those 
counties. It is only fair, however, 
that these two counties should con- 
tribute the largest sums for this work 
as they are the wealthiest, but their 
interest in the development of the en- 
tire district is no greater than that 
of any other county and they get no 
more direct benefit than does the least 
deveioped county in the district. 

But there are 17 counties -with 
memberships in the bureau this year 
and, with an expenditure of an av- 
erage of less than $800 each of these 
counties has received direct advertis- 
ng and publicity which has cost an 
average of $1,000 per county. Those 
who have investigated the work of 
the bureau all realize that in no other 
way could they get the results ob- 
tained for the small amount of ex- 
penditure involved. 

During the present year, for in- 
stance, the bureau has issued 15,000 
copies of a booklet entitled ‘Health 
and Pleasure in Northeastern Michi- 
gan,” which has advertised the sum- 
mer resorts of the district, copies of 
which have been sent all over the 
United States and whichghave brot 
to the bureau many complimentary 
remarks upon its appearance and its 
contents. Five thousand copies of a 
booklet entitled “Ranching in North- 
eastern Michigan” have also been dis- 
tributed. A special booklet on Mid- 
jand county, similar to bocs:lets cov- 
ering other counties issued in other 
years has also been published, to the 
extent of 10,000 copies and there will 
be issued this fall 15,000 copies of a 
very comprehensive story, in booklet 
form, on the subject of “Live Stock 
Raising in Northeastern Michigan.” 
All of these booklets have been is- 
sued at a comparatively small cost to 
the counties which they advertise, as 
a large part of the expense has been 
covered by the sale of advertising 
space or of tiie booklets tnemselves. 

Another feeture, new this yeai, 
has been the addition of a great 
amount of newspaper publicity, thru 
the co-operation of the publishers of 
all of the papers in the district. This 
has been done by the publication in 
these papers of news stories on the 
development of the district and many 
of these have been of so great reada- 
ble value that they have been copied 
in trade papers, agricultural publica- 
tions, etc., having a wide circulation 
not only in Michigan but throughout 
the country. 

That the advertising carried on by 
the bureau is effective is shown by 
the scores of people who are coming 
into the district looking for improved 
farms or large tracts of cut over 
‘ands, and the far reaching effect of 
that advertising is indicated by an 
instance which occurred this year 
«when a man from INinois walked into 
the office of the bureau announcing 
that he had come to buy a farm here 
and brought with him a worn cupy »f 
a booklet issued in the second year 
of the bureau’s existence which, he 
said, was what had attracted him to

Washington—President Wilson will 
pocket the peace treaty if it contains 
the Lodge reservation, he told Sana- 
tor Hitchcock at a conference at thé 
White House. 

“The president has read and con- 
uildered the Lodge reservations,” Sen- 
ator Hitchcock said, “and he considers 
them a nullification of the treaty and 
utterly impossible,” 

The president’s decision drew from 
Republican leaders emphatic  state- 
ments that there would be no cem- 
promise and that their original pro- 
gram of procedure would be adhered 
te, 

“The only result has been to bard- 
én our lines,” said Senator Lodge. {| 

It was the opinion of Republican 
leaders that senate probably would 
reach a deadlock. 

The program outlined by Senator 
Hitchcock after he had seen President . 
Wilson will be carried through in the 
senate, Mr, Hitchcock said. This con-: 
templated defeat of the ratification res. 
olution, with the Lodge reservations 
attached, and the offering of a resolu- 
tion for ratification without reserva-- 
tions. With the defeat of this resolu- | 
tion a deadlock would follow and & 
compromise sought. 

Unless such a compromise can be! 
reached, it {s predicted that the treaty j 
will be rejected, and, it the presi 
dent carries out implied threats, the 
United S‘ateg will remain in a tech- 
nical state of war with Germany; 
she will not be a member of the 
League of Nations or of any of the 
international bodies created under it, 
negotiations of a new greaty will be 
ia order, or the theoretical state of 
hostility may be ended by a senate 
declaration that peace exists, 

Part of the program already | 
adopted, the president Hag declared 
he regards as devitalizing the treaty. 
Uniess developments change their: 
views, his supporters in the senate 
iatend to vote against ratification 
with these qualifications. 

The breach between the opposing 
treaty forces has widened in the last 
week, and there is no indicatian of 
yielding on either side. Republicans 
who have stuek solidly with Senator 
Lodge say the two remaining reserva. 
thaus will be adopted, 

Democrats say they will reject the 
Lodge ratification alause containing 
the reservations. Ratification requires 
4 two-thirds vate,

Of any class in school. the counties whieh are members, is 
bringing their advantages to the at- 
tention of the stockraisers of the west 
and southwest, many of whom are 
coming here to find grazing lands, 
and the making of displays at the 
state fair of products from all coun- 
ties of the district, which displays at- 
tention in a manner which no exhibit 
by a single county could possibly se- 
eure. Similar displays have been 
made at the large county fairs and, 
frequently, at state fairs in other 
states. The fact that the district ex- 
hibits have almost invariably carried 
off the first prizes and blue ribbons 
at the Michigan state fair ia an in- 
dication of how they attract attention 
of the farmer and the stock breeder 
to the district, and not a year has 
passed that these exhibits have not 
brought prospective investora here 
looking for lands. 

The special wark of the bureau in 
teaching the value of and i.troducing 
through calf and pig clubs, of thoro- 
bred livestock, has been a great edu- 
cational feature which ia helping to 
develop the district as a dairy and 
stock-breeding country, and this work 
is continuing ta grow in extent and 
. | Value. 

Some idea of the prosperity which 
has been breught to the counties of 
the district during the recent years, 
when there has been a rapid transi- 
tion from the lumber camp to the farm 
and the stock ranch, may be gathered 
from the banking figures furnished by 
one of the northern counties which a 
comparatively few years ago had lit- 
tle in it but logging camps and saw 
mills and whieh now has not @ single 
saw mill, a timber, and ia a solely 
agricultural county, its only manufac- 
turing plants bemg these connected 
with agriculture. In the days of the 
lumbermen there was but one bank in 
the entire county and its deposits nev- 
er exceeded $40,000 or $50,000 Now 
it has five banks located in ita vart- 
ous villages and they have a total of 
$1,500,000 or more of eash deposits, 
and the financial history. of thie coun- 
ty is being or will be duplicated by 
every county in the district but can be 
brought about only by attracting to 
the various counties settlers from 
other states by ealling to their notice 
the fact that there are in northeas-| 
tern Michigan vast areas of goed 
farming lands to be had at prices 
which make them destrable and at- 
tractive. There is no other agency 
which has the means to bring these 
facts to thelr attention in the broad 
and far-reaching manner of the de- 
velopment bureau, ‘

Detroit—From 7 a. m. until well 
after noon thousands of men and wo 
men stood packed alang Michigan and 
Woodward avenues. They waited 
quietly end quietly they bowed their 
heads as the funeral cortege of the 
6% soldiers from Russia, rolled slowly 
by on its journey from the Michigan 
Central Station to the Armory. 

Through al! the long wait and dur. 
ing the progress of the parade, an air 
of stillness pervaded downtown De- 
troit--brokem only by the somber tall. 
ing of the City Hall hell. 

Thirty-three army trucks, draped 
in Black, were lined up tin, readiness 
when the funerel] train drew in. The 
6&8 caskete containing the bodies of 
maen of the $29th, were removed from 
tae cars by detalls of regulars from 
Wt. Wayne and placed on the trucks. 
Maj. J. P. Robbins, of the Port of Em- 
barkation in Hoboken, was in charge 
of the coffins on the trip west from 
New York. He turned them over here 
te the care of Col, L. A. Kunzig, com. 
mandant at Ft Wayne. Three steel 
baggage cars were employed to carry 
the catfins. The cars were hung with 
black streamers. 

Each of the slain soldiers siept 
shrouded in the colora of bis country. 
Plain, pine rough boxes encased the 
metal caskets. and fags formed the 
coverlets heneath funeral wreaths of 
bay. Identification cards were at 
tacked to the bozes.

LROVIICETOWLY FARBER, 
By JOHN DICKINSON SHERMAN, 
VERY good American knows 
—or should know-—that it is 
to the Pilgrim Fathers we 
are indebted for Thanksgiv- 
ing day, one of the most 
7 enjoyable holidays of the 
year. So at this time we pause occa- 
sionally in the mad rush of the twen- 
tleth century to give thought to.them. 
Next year the tercentenary of ‘their 
landing will be celebrated with con- 
siderable pomp and ceremony in the 
United States, England and Holland. 
Every American schoolboy of course 
knows that the Pilgrim Fathers offi- 
cially landed on Plymouth Rock, and 
that the famous rock 1s at Plymouth, 
Mass. But there are comparatively 
few Americans who know that the first 
landing of the Pilgrims was at 
Provincetown, Mass., and are familiar 
with their doings during the month. 
The Mayflower lay in the quict hur- 
bor inside Cape Cod. ‘ 

There was n@ Provincetown there, 
of course, in 1620, but Cape Cod was 
there and {ts name was Cape Cod. 
In 1602 Bartholomew Gosnold, the ex- 
plorer, had visited the region and had 
found codfish so plentiful that he had 
just naturally called the long narrow 
neck of land Cape Cod. Ever since 
there has been any Provincetown, 
hawever, {ts people have been sensi- 
tive on the subject of its claims to first 
honors, Thats why Provincetown 
now has a monument on High Pole 
biIL Many years were required to 
raise the money for {its erection. 

The landing of the Pilgrims at Ply- 
mouth was a slow job. The congre 
gation of John Robinson at Leyden 
procured from the London company 
for Virginia a patent of land and made 
financial arrangements for the sailing 
of a part of their number. The Speed- 
well of 60 tons. was purchased in Hol- 
land, and in July 1620 it sailed to 
Southampton, England. There the 
Mayflower of 180 tons wag uwaiting 
ti The two ships with about 120 pas- 
sengers pot to sea in Angust. The 
Speedwell wus soon reported leaking 
and both ships put in at Dartmouth. 
At sea again. the Specdwell was a sew 
ond time reported Jeuking and return 
was made to Plymouth. It was not 
discovered until later that the alntm 
over the Speedwell was due to Jts mas- 
ter’s trickery. The Speedwell was 
abandoned at Plymouth and the size 
of the party reduced. The Mayflower 
left Plymouth alone early in Septem- 
ber. 

In nine weeks it sighted the shore 
of Cape Cod. Being far out of their 
couree the Pilgrims headed south. But 
a few hours later the course was again 
changed for the nearest shore, Sat- 
urday, November 11 (21 N. S.), 1620, 
the Mayflower rounded Cape Cod and 
found harbor. 

This radical change of destination 
tntroduced a complication, Some of 
the hired laborera threatened to break 
loose from thetr engagements on land- 
ing, because of the loss of the author- 
{ty delegated in the patent from the 
Virginia company. The necessity of 
some form of civil government to unite 
the well-affected and to restrain the 
tneurgent was Imperative. So the fa- 
mous Mayflower or Provincetown com- 
pact was drawn up and signed before 
the first voyager landed. Of the 41 
signers to this compact, which is often 
eulogized as the first written consti- 
tntion in the world, 34 were the adults 
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PROMVCELOWLY- 
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comprising the nucleus of the colony 
and seven were servants or hired 
workmen, The seven remaining adult 
males were either too ill to sign (they 
all soon died) or else the list is tm- 
perfect. In thig compact Hes the germ 
of the Declaration of Independence. 
It is as follows: 

“In the name of God. Amen. We, 
whose names are underwritten, the 
loyal subjects of our dread sovereign, 
Lord King James, by the grace of God, 
of Great Britain, France and Ireland, 
King Defender of the faith, ete., hav- 
ing undertaken for the glory of God 


faith and the honor of our king and 
country, @ Voyage to plant the first 
colony in the northern part of Vir- 
ginia, do by these presents solemnly 
and mutually in the presence of God 
and one another, covenant and com- 
bine ourselves together into a civic 
body politic for our better ordering 
and preservation, and futherance of 
the ends aforesaid, and by virtue here- 
of do enact, constitute and frame such 
just and equal laws, ordinances, acts, 
constitutions and officers, from time to 
time, ag shall be thought most meet 
and convenient for the general good 
of the colony, unto which we promise 
all our submisstou and obedience. In 
witness whereof we have hereunto 
subscribed our names at Cape Cod 
the eleventh of November, in the 
year of the retgn of our sovereign, 
Lord King James of England, France 
and Ireland, the eighteenth and of 
Scotland the fifty-fourth, Anno Domini, 
1620.” ‘ 

Americans shonld understand and 
appreciate the difference between the 
Pilgrims and the Puritans. The Pil- 
grime were few; they were Separa- 
tists; they withdrew from the estab- 
Ushed Church of England; they came 
to America to secure freedom of wor- 
ship; they cared not how other men 
worshiped; they did llttle colonizing, 
thelr influence upon the nation was 
small as compared with the Puritans. 


The Puritans came over in thou- 
sands, beginning with 1630; they re 
tained thelr membership tn the Church 
of England; they brought the church 
with them to reform It; they intended 
to worehip as they pleased and to 
make evéryone else worship the same 
way; “they fell first upon thelr knees 
and then upon the aborigines;” they 
colonized widely and effectively; from 
them the American people got what 
is Known as the “Puritan conscience.” 

In the famous book entitled “Mourt’s 
Relation” one will find the following 


jand the advancement of the Christian | 
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quaint account of the landing of the 
Pligrims at Provincetown: 

“Wednesday, the sixth of September 
(1620), the wind coming East North 
Bast, a fine small gale, we loosed from 
Plimouth, having been Kindly enter 
tained and courteously used by divers 
friends their dwelling, and after many 
difficulties in boysterius stormes, at 
length by God’s providence upon the 
ninth of November fotlow!ng. by breake 
of the day we espied land which we 
esteemed to be Cape Cod, and so It 
proved. And the appearance of it much 
comforted us, especially on seeing so 
goodly a land, and woodded to the 
brink of the sea, it eaused us to re- 
joyce together and praise God that He 
had given {t to us once againe to see 
land. And thu8 we made our course 
South South West, purposing to go to 
a River ten Leagues to the Suuth of 
the Cape, but at nighte, the wind be 
ing contrary, we put rounde againe 
for the Bay of Cape Cod, and upon 
the 11 we came to an anchor in the 
Bay, which is a good Harbour and a 
pleasant Bay, circled round except in 
the entrance, which js about four miles 
over from land to land, compassed 
about to the very Sea with Okes, Pines, 
Juniper, Sassafras and other sweet 
wood; it has a harbour wherein one 
thousand saile of ships may safely 
ride, there we relelved ourselves with 
wood and water, and refreshed our 
peopie, while our shallop was fitted to 
coast the Bay to search for a habita- 
tion, there was the. greatest store of 
fowle that ever we saw.” 

The Pilgrims had a hard time the 
first winter at Plymouth, but in 1621 
“getermined to have a period of rec- 
reation, combined with thanksgiving 
for their many mercies.” The gov- 
ernor thereupon sent out four hunts- 
men who in one day secured enough 
game for the purpose, Massasoit, the 
Indian chief was invited to participate 
in this first thanksgiving. He accept- 
ed and brought 90 people with him 
The celebration lasted three daya 

The first Thanksgiving day observed 
by all the states of the Unton -was rece 
ommended by proclamation of con- 
gress after the surrender of Burgoyne 
in 1777 and was fixed for Thursday, 
December 18. Each year thereafter 
until 1784 congress continued to rec 
ommend a day for Thanksgiving. the 
several states accepting the date. Then 
for a time the observance was left 
wholly to the states. The day had its 
ups and downs. President Lincoln 
nationalized it by proclamation is 
1863. 


Frenchmen Who

Frenchmen who have served the Uni- 
ted States is that of Gen. Simon Ber- 
nard of the French engineers under 
Napoleon. General Bernard was se- 
lected by the United States govern- 
ment to superintend the fortfficatton of 
the Atlantic const. With Napoteon fa 
extie he offered his services gladly. 


The unprotected condition of the const 
waa brought to the nation’s attention 
in the War of 1812. General Bernard 
‘planned the fortifications of the whole 
senhoard, as well as systems of im- 
provement for internal waterways and 
canals. Tha government spent 15 
years in thia work, of which Fort Mon- 
roe, In Virginia, is the principal visible 
reminder. si

ROUTED FOE SUBS 


Thousands Pay to Get View ef. 
Great Sritain’s Mystery 
Craft. 


DEVELOPS 23-KNOT. SPEED 


Firet ef the “Hush” Craft the British 
Publio Has Been Permitted te 
See at Clese Rangs—Dough- 
boys inepect Ship. 


London. — Thousands of persons 
waited for hours to get a close-up 
peep at the P-81, a British antisubma- 
rine “mystery” ship, which was moor- 
ed off Queen Victoria embankment for 
a two days’ public Inspection at the 
close of the official peace celebrations. 

The P-31 was the first of the “hush” 
craft the public was permitted to see 
at close range. 

It was only ten yards from the em- 
bankment to the quaint looking U-boat 
Gghter, but the latervening distance 
had to be made in small boats. These 
each carried eight passengers, and the 
fare was one shilling, eo the water- 
men's pockets soon were bulging, but 
there was no complaint about “profit- 
eering.” 

Deughbeys Inépect Ship. 

Among the curious who swarmed 
over the vessel were a number of 
American soldiers. Some of them 
took @ peculiar interest in the guides’ 
explanations and comment on the 
boat’s “trick” fittings—her geared 
turbines, gadgets, depth-charge throw- 
ers and paravenes. 

It recalled to them a night of peril 
through which they passed from South- 
smpton or Winchester across the sub- 
Warine and mineinfested English 
channel, en route to Havre or some 
other French port—and the war. That 
aight of fearful expectancy passed 
safely, they had marvelied at the effi- 
ctency of the convoying craft which 
they knew had been off in the dark- 
aess somewhere, plowing through roll- 
ing breakers, eager for an encounter— 
with its frequent aftermath of “oll and 
bubbles” from a vanquished undersea 
boat. 

But as these doughboy épectators 
heard a member of the crew of the 
“hush” ship say: “She does every- 
thing but loop-the-loop,” and saw oth- 
ers demonstrate parts of the ship's 
Gghting equipment hitherto kept se- 
cret, they understood why they had 
been so secure. 

Twenty-three-Knot Speed. 

The “P-31" is 244 feet long, with nar- 
Tow beam, sevenfoot draft and 
equipped with independent engines, 
fore and aft, that can speed her 
through heavy seas at 23 knots an 
hour. Built high forward and low at 
the stern, the vessel has somewhat 
the appearance of a sabmarine—arn ef- 
fect that her designers Intended.

New York.—The state law making 
attempted suicide a felony has ex- 
Dired after it had been on the statute 
books for more than twenty years and 
Tesulted in but two convictions, 


The law provides a penalty of not 


more than two year’s imprisonment 
and a fine not exceeding $1,000 for 
violators, but ie said by those who 
succeeded in obtaining its repeal to 
have been no deterrent to those who 
wished to hurry out of the world, 

Police officials are said to have 
favored the repeal on the ground that 
cénvictions were almost iaiposstble to 
secure, while often it was necessary 
to deta!] a policeman to a hospital 
for weeks to guard would-be suicide 
prisoners.

Lucia had been betrothed to Tony

ter that he had made ber a home in 
the new country. Her dowry money 
had finally provided her own transpor- 
tatlon, and for two ‘months Tony and 
she had been married. Then he had 
drawn a ticket with a number on it, 
and this morning he had gone off to 
war. 

To the policeman Lucia told all these 
things In rapid Itallan. But the po- 
liceman only talked back to her as 
rapidly In a language that was not 
Italian. She followed him dumbly to 
beadquarters, An hour later a wom- 
an wearing Ameriean clothes gently 
began talking to her In beautiful Ital 
tan. 

Itallan Lucia was only one of thou- 
sands of foreign-born women, Syrians, 
Italians, Armentans, Russians, Lithu- 
antans, Polish, who, when the draft 
ealled their men fotk to the American 
colors, asked in helpless confusion 
what it was all about. When would 
their men be back? What did people 
mean when they told them they would 
Teceive money through the wail? 
Where could they. find work that they 
knew how to do? Was there no one 
who could expiain {t nll to them tn 
their own language? 

The Y. W. C. A. was ready to offer 
assistance, but {t would be of ne value 
to offer {tt in English. Consequently 
{t had to supply a corps of women who 
could talk to the foreign-born woman 
at ber own door in the language that 
she was used to hearing In the home 
land. To teach her English was as 
essential fi factor in her Americaniza- 
tion ag to find “her a job, Therefare 
the war council of the Y, W.C, A. set 
out to find her Engilsh. 

A year before the war began tn Eu- 
rope, the leaders of the Young Wom- 
an’s Christian association foresaw just 
such a situation, and made ready to 
meet {t. They studied the needs of 
the immigrant. They trained skilled 
American social workers to become fa- 
millar with the home habits and to 
speak the language of the Lett and the 
Hungarian and the Greek and the oth- 
er foreign mothers who brought ba- 
bles and bundles over from Ellis {sland 
to Battery park. 

The organization into which this ex- 
periment has developed was named 
by the Y. W. C. A. natlonal board, “The 
International Institute for Young 
Women.” In terms which these wom- 
en can understand, it 13 teaching the 
foreign-born how to sew and cook and 
care for the baby.

Educated European women, 
appointed to the regular staff of work: 
ers at the camp Y. W. C. A. Hostest 
Houses are able to talk to the drafted 
men In thelr own language, assist them 
in writing letters home, and in ar 
ranging furloughs and little visits to 
the camp. 

“The Home Information Service for 
Foreign Families of Enlisted Men” Is 
doing practical relief work, for the 
wives and mothers. The purpose of 
the board is to help the women folk 
left behind to understand, where their 
boys are and how they are being treat- 
ed; how they need home support and 
cheer, how to send them comforts, and 
to keep pace themselves by learning 
English and other things, so that when 
the boys come home they will dot find 
thelr women still! very un-American 
and out of sympathy with them. 

Food conservation bulletins have 
been translated Into 18 or 18 languages. 
At the factories and mnonition plants 
{oterpretera are nvailabie for the non- 
English speaking women by whom the 
real war Industries of the country are 
being largely carried on. In 25 tm- 
portant cities International fastitute 
Bureaus are trainiog American and 
foreign women for ful! time social 
service work with foreigners,” Twenty- 
four trained women are employed on 
the national and district field staff of 
the Y. W.0. A. On June 15 there were 
105 trained women working at Amert- 
canization. 

When more than 75,000 Chicago men 
Alled out their blue cards for.the Sep- 
tember 12 draft, Gang Luo Wong ap- 
peared at one precinct bringing with 
him Mrs. Gang Wong and the three 
children. All five wished to register. 
The enrolling clerk explained, but the 
Gang Luo Woogs make many broken 
Chinese remonstrances before the mas 
ter of the family was {induced to sign 
a card without his wife.

TEN MILLION 


Europe Expects Greatest Exodus 
in History. 


United States Whrned to Take Steps 
to Guard Against Being 
Swamped. 


—s 

London.—The greatest exodus in 
history is looked for as soon as Europe 
finds the necessary transportation fa- 
cilities. Information gathered by the 
British government todicates 10,000-, 
000 persons are eager to leave the con- 
tinent. The situation is regarded as 
full of perils. 

Britain, fully aware of all that this 
exodus will mean, will continue its im- 
migration restrictions. A government 
official said: 

“Britain cannot sustain any more 
than it has, and the emigrants will 
Hkely seek homes in the United 
States.” 

Officials here are inclined to warn 
the United States to take steps guard- 
tng against being swamped. 

British officials hope some 2,000,000 
Jews of eastern Europe will go to 
Palestine, but no one has any idea 
of how to sustain the rest of the 
would-be emigrants except by such 
aid as to make it possible for them 
to stay in thelr respective native coun- 
tries. 

Storage of food, lack of produc- 
tion, and unsettled political and so- 
cial conditions are expected to last 
for a long time all over Europe. Pas- 
senger ships are booked months ahead, 
but there are not enough vessels for 
carrying even the most important and 
tnmediate traffic,

WATERSPOUT WRECKS HOUSE 


Debris Strewn Along. Connecticut 
Coast for Distance of 
Two Miles. 

New York.—Reports came from 
Norwalk, Conn., of damage done by 
a cyclone and weterspout which 
passed along Long Isiacd sound. 

After severe thunder storms from 
the east and west met, a waterspout 
was seen to form about a half mile 
off shore at Roton Potnot. It was at 
least 100 feet high, and was shaped 
like an hour glass. 

The spout traveled a mile and a 
half, then at Betts Island, Norwalk, 
it struck the forty-five foot Iaunch 
Anna and lifted the cabin off, leaving 
the rest of the launch undamaged. 

Eight men who had come from New 
York in the launch were in a house 
near the shore. The house was 
moved several feet off its founda- 
tions by the waterspout and the 
second floor and attie were carried 
away and smashed to pleces. The 
debris was strewn along the coast for 
two miles.
